“Just a few lines to let vou 
know I am keeping well and get- 
ting along fine, and hope this 
finds you, Dad, and everyone well 
and in the best of health.

Mother, I hope you recelved my 
first letter I had written іп 
France, and that it relieved vou 
of some worrles. 

(This first letter has not yet 
been received by Mrs. McGaw, 
and has evidently either been 
held up by, the German military 
authorities until the Canadian 
prisoners were safely under 

ard in Germany Itself or is be- 
fis sent by ordinary mail instead 


of air mall.) 

“Ploase don't worry, as every- 
thing is fine, and please write 
soon and let me know how 
everyone Is keeping. The things 
you are allowed to send me are 
а 10-pound clothing parcel once 
every .hree months. But don't 
worry so much about that, as the 
Red Cross is looking alter us 
very well But don't forget the 
chocolate bars and some smokes. 
Well, I guess that is about all I 
can say fcr now, so here's wish- 
ing you, Dad, and everyone, the 
best of health and luck. Love, 
George. 

"Tnat parcel went as soon as 
I had his address," Mrs, McGaw 
told The Star reporter today. It 
contained socks — "none of my 
sons has ever had anything but 
hand-knitted socks since they 
Joined the army," Mrs. McGaw 
said. "Underwear, sweater, pull- 
over, shirt, gloves, scarf, were 
all of the finest wool so as not to 
welgh too heavy.” 

"What about the chocolate 
bars?" 

"Oh, they went too. We can

Office boy and odd jobs on a 
bicycle were his first activities, then 
before he was fifteen in 1913 he em- 
barked upon the "respectable" career 
of Royal Bank of Canada "junior", 
on the princely salary of $200 a year, 
which he earned by running mes- 
sages, filling ink wells, enduring 
office ribbing, and in general serv 
ing the Canadian form of appren- 
ticeship. 

At seventeen, Smart left his job 
to go to war, joined the Black Watch, 
got his commission. This, however, 
he resigned in order to go overseas 
in the ranks, was Company Sergeant 
Major and later won his Commission 
in the 42nd Battalion, served with, 
them in France during 1918. 

Smart was wounded at Cambrai on 
that dày, when the Battalion lost 425 
men out of 600. Actually he had the 
distinction and dubious pleasure of 
being shot with a revolver by a Ger- 
man officer. Followed a year in 
hospital. Smart was discharged from 
the army on his twentieth birthday, 
and looks back upon the experience 
of the war as for him not a tragedy, 
but the best bit of education he ever 
had. He lost his father before going 
overseas and found the companion 
ship and guidance of the older offi 
cers under whom he served stimulat- 
ing and strengthening.

Troops to Be Task 


No post-war rehabilitation merits 
attention unless the war is won, 
Lieut.-Col. Wilfrid _ Bovey told 
members of the Montreal Civilian 
Advisory Committee at a meetin 
last night in the officers’ mess 0! 
Le Regiment de Maisonneuve. If 
Mr. Churchill's prediction that the 
war might end in two years is verl- 
fled by events, however, there re- 
mains little time to prepare for the 
return of the troops, he added. 

Colonel Bovey said that in the 
last war training unfitted the: sol- 
dier for return to civilian life. “In 
this war the speed of an army is 
gauged by the stupidest man, The 
soldier of today must know more 
than the officer of the last war," 
he said. 

The speaker stressed the educa- 
tional facilities provided by the 
army in basic and higher education 
and in technical training. Certifi- 
cates of merit, a kind of technical 
diploma, would be given returned 
men to enable them to return to 
civil employment, he added.

‘actual combat. ‘This has always proved 
costly in the early stages of all Britain's 
wars, and the fact that eventually her 
* generals equalled and often surpassed 
their opponents is proof that, given the 
same opportunities, the British capacity 
for military leadership is second to none. 
Napoleon suffered his first military 
defeat at Acre in 1798 from British 
leadership, and he referred to the Penin- 
salar War as the ulcer which sapped the 
vitality of his army. Wellington's Spanish 
campaigns were models which any student 
of strategy and tactics can study with the 
profoundest admiration. The uninformed 
have ridiculed British leadership, but 
Napoleon learned not to underestimate 
the capacity of our generals and he 
eventually was given the “coup de grace’ 
by the stolid Wellington.

In Parliament recently when he was review- 
ing the Canadian army's needs and accomplish- 
ments, Col. the Hon J. L. Ralston, Minister of 
National Defence, expressed some degree of 


Wonder that statements about the army were not: 


always taken at face value by the public. He need 
not aye beta surprised; he must know that this 
is true. Perhaps if he has forgotten why it is so, 
it might be helpful to look back at the record. 

Fact is that from the earliest days of the war 
the army, as distinct from the navy and air force, 
has always been mixed up with politics.

With this background of suspicion at home, it 
is easy to see why Canadians have times been 
doubtful about pronouncements relative to that 
Part of the army which is overseas.

At first it seemed perfectly natural that the Cana- 
dian Army had been chosen to remain intact for 
the purpose of defending England against possible 
invasion. After all, such matters must be decided | 
by the High Command, not by the general public.

| In 1756 The Black Watch first crossed the seas to 
America and was in action at Fort Ticonderoga in 
1758.

In the Great War, 1914-1918, the Black Watch had 

fourteen Imperial Battalions on active service ard in 

addition was the only Canadian Regiment to have 
three Battalions in action at the front — the 13th, 
42nd and 73rd Canadians fought their way up the 

slopes of Vimy Ridge on the same day in 1917, 

Almost 12,000 officers and men served in the Cana- 

dian Black Watch units, "821 of whom were decor- 

ated—6 with the Victoria Cross.

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REPORT TO THE EDITORS 


My Old 
Professor—the 
Commando 


LONDON. 
HILE dawdling in Leicester Square a week or во ago, I discovered 
Wi accident what makes a Commando. I had just stepped from one 
of those outdoor London telephone booths onto a sidewalk crawling with 
lonely American G.L's, when a muscular hand gripped my shoulder. 

The hand belonged to a tall, broad-shouldered man who was hatless 
and was wearing the plaid trousers of a Scottish officer on leave. The 
last time I had seen him was eight years ago at Occidental College, in 
Lon Angeles, where I was n student and he was my professor of political 
science and English history, In 1941, my old teacher, whose name із Tom 
Adams, bad left Occidental, where he was the students’ faculty favor- 
ite. He is n Scot by birth and he had wound up a major in the Scottish 
Black Watch. He had since been on more than twenty Commando 
raids, and was back in London for a rest. 

Our talk was stilted at first, but as we stood there on the corner, a 
little of the warmth of the California sun returned to our talk and 
we began laughing at campus recollections. He recalled that I had been 
an indifferent student, which was true, and when I started to jot down 
his address and misspelled the name of the street, he grabbed my pencil 
and wrote it down himself, saying: "Manning, you never did pay 
attention." After that, we got along fine and were soon sitting at a table 
in the Café Royal. Major Adams is a reticent man and it took other 
meetings to worm information out of him about his work. 


Its Dirty Work 


Doubtless, he would knife me if he knew I was writing this about 
him, except that he is one Commando who doesn't carry a knife. He 
says that a stabbed man can give an outcry and tip off your presence 
in a place where you don't legally belong. Most of his work is done in 
the dark on German sentries and his only weapon is a swagger stick 
loaded with lead. The way he explains it is that you just wait behind 
a bush until the unsuspecting young sentry comes patrolling along, prob- 
ably thinking of his girl back in Baden; then you step out and slug him, 
either on the skull just under the helmet line or sweep upward from 
the ground, aiming for the groin. He just falls, burbles a little and is 
silent. “It's dirty work, but war is dirty,” Adams says. 

Often as not, the Commandos perform kidnap jobs. Once Adams’ 
unit was detailed to snatch a German brigade commander whose head- 
quarters was in a village north of Bordeaux, Before landing, shortly 
before dawn, the raiding party bolted a meal of hot stew from a con- 
tainer with an automatic heating attachment. Then they jumped out 
of the landing craft, and ran along the beach to a cliff which they scaled, 
and hid im some shrubbery until a sentry came along. When slugged, 
he gave a sort of “huh-huh” and colla В 

Spreading out, the raiders advanced toward the village, running 
for a while, then dropping on their bellies and listening for enemy 
footsteps. Everyone was keyed up and tense. At the outskirts of the 
village, they rounded a corner and plumped into half a dozen soldiers 
riding bicycles. The Nazis were the more surprised, and they quickly 

fell before knives, swagger sticks 
and tommy guns equipped with 
silencers. 

Their presence still undiscov- 
ered, the raiders found brigade 
headquarters and knocked on the 
door. An orderly opened it, and fell 
without a sound, his throat ripped. 
‘The commanding officer, who was 
in bed, was hustled out the back door in his underwear, and the dash 
for the beach began. The village suddenly came to life and now the 
raiders were the hunted. Light tanks and reconnaissance cars raced down 
roads and cut across fields with searchlights probing for the intruders. 

Prodding the wheezing captive, the raiders sprinted until their lungs 
burned. They found the beach all right, but were still а mile away from 
the rendezvous point. Dawn was beginning to break and the landing 
craft never wait beyond the prearranged time. Stumbling over sand 
rutted with beach vines that straggled toward the dunes, the Com- 
mandos wearily plunged on and just made the connection. Their captive 
was hauled aboard and they clambered in after him. With five Com- 
mandos still unaccounted for, the craft shoved off for home. Adams 
and his mates lay over the gunwales and upchucked the stew. 

“That is the most beautiful moment in a Commando's life," says 
Tom Adams. Makes a fellow wonder how he will ever be satisfied with 
political science and English history again. Ина.

— The time has come when the Reserve 
Army should be released from regular 
training. : 

It is more than obvious that any imme- 
diate threat to either coast of Canada is 

t. 
Í The Reserve Army has been an organ- 
ization of great value to Canada. It is 
Composed of men and officers who have 
freely given much time, work and, in 
many cases, money, to the service of their 
country, They haye trained faithfully and 
hard, and made themselves into a valuable 
protective force. 


But now both men and officers have 
received as much training as they are 
likely to benefit from under any program 
short of active service. Interest in the 
Reserve has declined to the point where 
the officers have to resort to threats of 
prosecution; in many units, to get the men 
to turn out, 

This is not because of any lack of pa- 

tism or spirit on the part of the men. It 
is simply because they know that further 


————————— A 


training does not make them any more fit 
as soldiers, and that the prospect that they 
willbe called upon for service is very 


j slight indeed. 


The officers feel the same, and further 
ce on regular Reserve training can 
only sap morale and create resentment. 

The Reserve should now train- 
ing, keep its equipment ready for instant 
issue, and its men on call in case of 
emergency, Possibly it would be advis- 
able to require an occasional parade at 
specified intervals to check personnel and 
equipment, or an annual camp period for 
a brief refresher course. 

Now that deferred men whose post- 
ponement of active service includes a pro- 
vision that they serve in the Reserve are 
being gradually called to the colors for 
full-time duty, it is less important that the 
Reserve be kept in training to further their 
military education than it is to be fair to 
the majority who are volunteers. If.con- 
sidered advisable, one small local Reserve 
unit could be composed entirely of such.

LAUDS WORKINGS 


Addresses R.C.A.M.C., and 
C.D.C. Auxiliary 


Giving excerpts from his personal 
diary, Col. Lorne С. Montgomery, 
medical consultant to the Canadian 
Corps at staff headquarters in Lon- 
don, yesterday addressed the annual 
meeting of the Women’s Auxillary 
of the R.C.A.M.C. and C.D.C. at the 
Faculty Club, Recently returned 
from Italy, the speaker told of being 
on a "fast" ship which took twelve 
days for the trip. 

Telling of the new feeling of co- 
operation amongst the medical ser- 
vices overseas as a result of amal- 
gamation, Col. Montgomery declared 
that it pointed to a new way for the 
future. He also. commended the 
work of the Canadian Dental Corps. 
"We have always thought of the 
Dental Corps as being part of the 
Medical Corps," he said, "for where 
there has been a medical man there 
was always a dentist." 

Col. Montgomery emphasized the 
amazing efficiency of the organi- 
zation of casualty-clearing sta- 
lions, general hospitals and con- 
valescent hospitals in Italy. 

Prior to the talk by Col. Mont- 
gomery, Mrs. Campbell Howard, in 
her report, stated that the auxil- 
liary has on its records approxi- 
mately 1,760 men overseas, ex- 
clusive of officers. To these men 
500,000 cigarets have been sent as 
well as parcels at Christmas con- 
taining chocolate, cake, toilet arti- 
cles, and knitted garments, 

There has been an increase of 
108 members of families whose men 
were not recruited from Montreal. 
These families have no auxiliary 
of their own to turn to for help 
and so a central committee of the 
Medical and Dental Corps now| 
takes charge of their interests, re- 
ported Mrs. Howard. |

Fred Hayden's pro- 
gress with Canadian Prop- 
ellers Limited was of his own making, and I 
believe we should all get sone inspiration 
from that fact.

Fred was brought up in Montreal an 
had the usual grammar and high sohool Sie 
tion.

He 
had the reputation in his battalion of being 
aman who always more than fulfilled his 
duty and that when given а job to do did it 
in the best and most efficient manner. 


Fred was just 21 years old the day he 
sailed for home at the end of the war and

after the war, Fred and 
the writer used to moet Oc- 
casionally.

Peter Stursberg, C.B.C. war cor- 
respondent in an article published 
last July told the story of how 
the film and photo men get around 
the battle areas, They started out 
to cover Sicilian actions in a jeep;

TE en numerous well-meaning people began to thumb through his 
between-wars life. They found a record of missionary preaching, organ- 
izing boy scouts, wolf-cub packs, night schools and community centers. 
He'd gone into the retail-food business and flunked out, then become a 
small-time real-estate man. Not one of 
the dynamic peacetime figures. 

When the generals said no, an angry 
Jones kissed his wife and joined a muni- 
tionsship. In England, he served through 
the blitz with a demolition squad, won 
an RAF commission, then went to the 
Middle East. There Gen. Sir Henry Wil- 
son switched him into army habiliments 
and tagged him for special duties. Where- 
upon, Jonesy sent his wife a message, 
saying not to worry, and disappeared. 

"The RAF flew him across rim Egypt, 
and over the mountains he shook hands 
solemnly with his fellow travelers, tucked 
a New Testament back into his tunic 
pocket and stepped off into the night 

Tito. with his parachute. Technically, his new 

job was to scheme up ways of getting sup- 

plies through to the Partisans, but Jonesy soon began to specialize in 
making a nuisance of himself to the Nazis in other ways. 

It became part of Partisan folklore that this Joan-esh was likely to 
turn up anywhere, any time—a fellow impervious to mere bullbjs. His 
shining role became the issuing of proclamations, calling on people to 
arise and beat the whey out of the invader, Usually, these appeared in 
impossible places, right under the Nazis’ noses. Hence the price on his 
pate, the Huns having no liking for free-and-easy editorializing. 

No glamour swashbuckler, Jugoslavia Jones is strictly from Alger. 
Out east, before he went parachuting into the Balkans, his messmates 
called him Cromwell. Mrs. Jones looks askance on the Cromwell angle, 
however. Her Bill may be a strong, silent character. But that is just 
facade. Under the Cromwellian exterior

Burns is forty-seven, shortish and dark, seldom ill 
Though he hasn't yet invited his staff to do the same, 
he is called each morning by his batman, Pte. Robert 
Kirkaldi of Montreal, with a cup of tea. He is always 
first into breakfast, fills the time before by reading cr 
writing. Reading varies from military documents to 
such light fare as "| Lost My Girlish Laughter." 

As divisional commander he rated one caravan, 
now has two, one for working and another in his 
living quarters. They are comfortable as any general's 
out here, tidier than most, for Burns adheres to the 
get-all-paper-off-one's desk school. Around headquart- 
ers.he-is known as a lively soul with a laugh that fills 


at ease only with people he knows well. To the casual 
acquaintance he seems stern, almost forbidding, and 
walks around scowling at each individual blade of 
grass. Mistaken by some for surliness, it stems from 
intense preoccupaticn, In point of fact, he's a retiring 
sort and for the first week he undertook his appoint- 
ment. as corps commander, his officers say that "you 
didn't hear a whisper out of him.” This initial shyness 
is now long past. He can blow up on occasion, but 
holds no grudges and cools off quickly. But when he 
gives an order he expects it to be put into action fast. 
Burns and Eighth Army's commander, General 
Leese, work exceedingly well together, They're an in- 
teresting contrast. Leese is essentially an extrovert, 
likes meeting people, is chatty. Burns is slow to make 
acquaintance, taciturn, preoccupied with what's in 
mind, In addition to other meetings, Burns phones 
Leese daily. The faith Leese has in the Canadian com- 
mander is well known. Following the Canadian smash 
through the Hitler Line, Leese sped up to Canadian 
Corps headquarters to shake Burns by the hand. 
Though the messages of congratulation that have 
poured in after the Eighth's spectacular advance have 
naturally been gratifying to Burns, he has no grand 
illusions about his own personal place in history. He 
is no showman. But he has a quiet confidence in him- 
self and his troops and will tell you that he has never 
had any doubt about the Canadians as fighting men.

John Tough the second—his son— 
served in the 42nd Royal Highlanders and 
for 27 years was Army Schoolmaster in the 
Black Watch, His medals: the Long Ser- 
vice and Good Conduct,

six medals and bars enough to bring him 
up to 13 awards, 

"Today—John Tough the fourth is serving 
in this war and has already received a bar 
to his Efficiency Medal six months ago.

Capt, D. M. de Witt, training of 
ficer at the advanced training сеп+ 
е at Farnham, who accompanied 
a party of 80 active service troops 
from the training centre to the fir- 
ing ranges at St. Bruno, told the 
coroner how the accident occurred.

Cause Unknown 

Military authorities were still 
unable to explain the cause of the 
accident, which, they said, could) 
have been due to several reasons, 
including a fault in the bomb, All 
the balance of the ammunition 
taken to Bruno for the firing) 
practice had been taken over by 
the Ordnance department for care- 
ful examination. 

It was stated that all nine dead 
are "other ranks," but that the 
numbers of officers wounded serl- 
ously had been increased to two 
as the result of a check up of 
those hurriedly identified last 
night. Six other ranks are sald 
to be dangerously wounded, and 
three officers and 25 other Ti 
аз well as the civillan caretaker 
of the ranges, were wounded.

THE BLACK WATCH SEES ACTION 


The Black Watch (R.H.R.) of Canada has come 
into action with the enemy. It has suffered severe 
losses, But it has acted with its old spirit and has 
made yet more sacred its high traditions, 

Trained through the years of this war, it was 
one of the regiments reserved for the invasion of 
Normandy. In the recent move against the 
enemy, two of its companies were sent forward 
into an advanced positlon. This advance was to 
be supported by tanks. But, in a mischance of 
war, the tanks were blocked by enemy fire, and 
the two companies had to defend their exposed 
position in the face of superior enemy attack. 
They put up a courageous resistance, but paid the 
price of their gallantry. 

As an old regiment, with its roots deep In the 
life of this city, the Black Watch has been served 
by succeeding generations of Montrealers. In 
October, 1937, when it was marking its seventy- 
fifth anniversary, Col. P. P. Hutchison, who had 
made an extensive study of the regimental re- 
cords, pointed out that many grandsons and 
grand-nephews of former officers and men were 
serving іл the regiment, and that the tradition of 
family service had been very strong throughout 
its seventy-five years. 

° * ~ 

Certainly this fact was never more strikingly 
or more poignantly illustrated than in the death 
of the man who, until a few days ago, was the 
regiment's commanding officer. Learning of the 
difficulties which the two advanced companies 
had encountered, Lt.-Col. Stuart S. T. Cantlie was 
determined to move forward himself to join them. 
In this attempt he came under the enemy's fire 
and received the wounds that led to his death. 

Lt.-Col. Cantlie had been on active service 
with the Black Watch since the outbreak of this 
war. He held various staff posts of importance. 
When the time for invasion arrlved, he became 
the regiment's commander to lead it into action. 
It was full service for the man whose father, the 
late Lt-Col James Cantlie, had commanded a 
Highland battalion, and whose uncle, Lt.-Col. 
George S. Cantlie, led the 42nd battalion of the 
Black Watch of Canada in action against the same 
enemy in the war of 1914-18. 

The name of the regiment's commander stands 
at the head of a long casualty list that will bring 
sorrow to many familles. For a number of the 
regiment's officers and men have been killed or 
wounded in this first clash with the enemy. 

But with sorrow comes honor. One of the 
most historic regiments of the land, composed for 
the most part of the men of a new generation, 
has fought with the same unity of officers and 
men, and has faced danger with the same courage 


and the same sacrifice.

Tu CAME BACK from battle — weary 
After ten sleepless nights, dirty after all 
those days in mud and dust — and worrled. 
Not about themselves, but about the Major 
and his men. "Is there any word?” they 
asked, and when they were told there was 
none they held their heads low, walked 
&way and said nothing. 

They said very little all that day, and 
yery little for the next few days. When you 
bave seen your battalion go through hell 
and emerge without many of your comrades 
you cannot speak, You go about your job 
and prepare for the next battle, It is a 
grim job, picking up the bits and pieces, 
regrouping, getting new equipment, meet- 
ing reinforcements, steadying your mind to 
the fact that you will face fire again and 
again. 

This was like the last war in one way. 
You fought for a certain length of time— 
perhaps five days, perhaps ten, Then when 
you were so battered that you can fight no 
longer you were pulled out and others 
took your place in the line. 

"That 15 as far as the similarity goes. The 
line is not like the line in the last war— 
then it was static. The soldiers fought 
from fixed trenches and when they were re- 
Meved they walked down those trenches and 
along dirt roads through their own positions 
to where they could rest properly, 

Now they fight in trenches, too, but they 
are different kind of trenches. They are slit 
trenches, the kind you dig in an hour, just 


This is how the Black Watch went into action, 
a battle report that tells something of why 
Monty calls the infantry “the guts of the army” 


big enough for you and a companion. You 
may stay in that trench for a couple of 
hours, then advance to another position, 
and dig another trench. And when you are 
pulled out of the line, you travel over roads 
in what we like to ca$l our positions—but 
the enemy tries to make those his posi- 
tions, too, because he is constantly infiltrat- 
ing through orchards and wheatfields. 


And when the soldiers come back they 
are only a couple of miles from the real 
fighting, in mortar and shell range, and 
never clear of the bombers that fly over at 
night when they are trying to catch up on 
sleep. 


1 IS SAD to see them when they come 
back. I am talking about the Black Watch 
of Montreal, but I might be talking about 
any Canadian infantry unit. I am talking 
about infantry because they are the ones 
who are bearing the brunt of the fighting, 
General Montgomery himself admitted that 
a while ago at a press conference, He spoke 


of the infantrymen “who bear heat and bur- 
den of battle the way no other arm does, 
and who don't get the play because they 
are not a spectacular arm." 


“But they are tne guts of the whole 
thing,” the Commander-in-Chief said. “You 
hear about artillerys barrage and the 
armor, but you don't hear much about the 
Infantry, without which you could do noth- 
ing, nothing at all.” 

Nothing at all . . . And you wonder 
whether they realize that about themselves, 
because whenever you speak to an infantry- 
man he talks of the other arms. “These 
tankmen, I wouldn't want to be in a tank 
under fire." Or "those bombers, they catch 
hell when they run into flak." 

Now look at what happens to an infantry 
battalion when it goes into action, and 
when it comes out for a brief rest and 
essential refitting. I cannot use many 
figures, they would give information the 
Germans want. You'll have to take my word 
for it that the Black Watch suffered heavily, 


You'll have to take my word for it that 


they put up, in ten days' fighting, one of 
the greatest fights of all time, 


They came into the line just a few weeks 
ngo, after four years of training and wait- 
ing in Canada and England. They were the 
usual mixture you find in a Canadian unit 
—young men who left school at the out- 
break of wer or who were just getting a 
foothold in business—clerks, lawyers, sales- 
men. Now they were about to taste war for 
the first time. You figure a lot of things 
will go through your mind—whether you'll 
crack, or whether you'll come out alive. 
Well, as any soldier will tell you, when 
you're under fire you're far too busy to 
think of these things. You do your job, 
which consists of two things—protect your- 
self, because you're no use to anyone as a 
casualty, and kill the enemy. Sometimes 
the two things aren't compatible. You have 
to expose yourself if you want to kill the 
enemy, and that's the nme you stand the 
most chance of becoming a casualty. 

As I say, they went into the line for the

first time just a short while ago. That was 
in the big Battle of the Orne. Other Can- 
adian and British troops were to sweep 
across the river farther up, while the Black 
Watch had the job of fording it around 
Caen itself. They lived in the rubble of the 
city for a few days, preparing. The physi 
fal preparation is one thing, and the men- 
tal is another. They told themselves they 
would not be afraid and they would not 
fall down on the job. They didn't fall down 
оп the job. 

Getting ncross the river was no easy task. 
"The attack started around dawn, as the first 
Jight showed in a red sky—red, at first, 
Írom the gun flashes, and later from the 
sun filtering through particles of dust. And 
loud with the roar of artillery and a few 
thousand aircraft. The statistics were some- 
thing like 3,000 bombers. You forget. All 
You remember is that there were lots of 
them, and they raised dust and killed Ger- 
mans—but not enough. Because there were 
still plenty of Germans to oppose you. 

The Black Watch went across the Orne— 
а quiet and narrow river normally, and a 
pretty one. But now unbellevably wide and 
unbelievably noisy. Some of them paddled 
the kapok floats, while others fired at the 
Germans on the opposite bank. A lot of our 
men were hit, but the kapok floats got 
across, and when they linked together they 
made a bridge and many of cther Black 
Watch men swarmed over, and cleaned up 
ihe Germans on the other bank. 

For a couple of days there was compara- 
tive quiet. After a while you make every- 
thing relative. In relation to the river cross- 
ing, this was comparatively quiet, because 
now they Лай the job of holding Vaucelles, 
or the remains of Vaucelles, while other 
Canadians went on to other objectives. 
There was mortaring and shelling, of 
course, and not so many casualties because 
they were in their slit trenches. But there 

were casualties anyway. 


Tien the next phase started when they 
went into the little village of Ifs. This time 
the Black Watch men were lucky. Aside 
from occasional sniping they were able to 
get into lfs unopposed. They stil] lived in 
slit trenches; mortar bombs and shells fell. 
A slit trench is a funny thing. When you 
were on manoeuvres in England you dug 
one reluctantly, according to what the book 
Said—about three feet deep and two and a 
half feet wide. In France you dig one will- 
ingly and you make It six feet deep, and 
narrow—about 18 inches—so it won't cave 
in. 

If you're lucky you stumble across a for- 
mer German slit trench. The Germans are 
masters at slit-trench digging — they have 
mêre time, of course, being on the defen- 
sive. They line their trenches with canvas, 
and they put on a tin roof covered with 
dirt so that only a direct hit will knock 
them out. You sleep in those trenches. You 
eat in them—unheated compo rations, tins 
of sardines or cold stew out of a can which 
is thrown to you In a chain-like delivery 
system from the trench just in back. And 
the ever-present hardtack, and an English 
chocolate bar that Is pretty tasteless. AU 
this time you can't even think of taking off 
your boots or washing. 

You can see why you don't take your 
boots off. Though the Germans aren't sup- 
posed to be around you never know when 
they'll show up. This is a pecullar war. 
The ground is flat and filled with tall grass. 
You can be in one orchard and think other 
Canadians are іп the next, but they might 
be Germans. The Germans figure the same, 
with the result that there's a mixture of 
friends and enemy all in the radius of а 
rifle bullet. 


Hines A CASE to illustrate this mixed 
type of warfare, It happened on the night 
of July 23, when the Black Watch were іл 
slit trenches et a place called Hill 67, near 
Ив, "Hil" is a polite way of describing it, 
because it's not much more than a gentle 
slope with some scarred trees on it. The

men were In their slit trenches, trying to 
catch up on sleep. It was a black night, so 
black that a German patrol got lost and 
stumbled smack into the Black Watch posi- 
tion. They knew they had made a mistake, 
and though they were more startled than 
the Black Watch they put up a fight. Rifles 
flashed in the night and it was tough to 
tell who was shooting at who. 

‘There was one corporal, 29-year-old Jack 
Miller of Montreal, who was in his slit 
trench dreaming. As he later put it, “I was 
dreaming sweet dreams when the first 
thing I knew I heard shots and someone 
landed in the slit trench beside me. The 
next thing I knew he was jabbering in Ger- 
man and I knew something was wrong. This 
was а Jerry all right. He had jumped into 
my slit trench thinking И was empty. Like 
a fool I had left my rifle on the ground 
above, and the German was about to let 
me have it when Otto jumped in.” 

Otto was a 33-year-old Dane who had 
left Denmark in 1939 to work as а house- 
man in a large’ home in Montreal His 
second name is Bulow. He has a large 
moustache and doesn't like the Germans 
after what they did to his country, Otto 
jumped in, as Jack says, and while he was 
grappling with the German, Jack managed 
to climb out and get his rifle and bayonet. 
“TI tossed it in and Otto caught it and stuck 
the German — but stuck him good.” Otto 
then sank back and relaxed for a moment. 
Meanwhile, the other Germans had hidden 
in the tall grass, and Otto stood up and 
shouted in German: “German soldiers, come 
in; we won't shoot you.” At first a few 
came in hesitatingly, and when the others 
heard there was no firing they gave them- 
selves up too. Total bag: 18 dead Germans, 
36 prisoners. But the Black Watch lost 
some ag well. 

A couple of days later, July 25, their 
second battle started. The Black Watch 
men were ordered to make for a village 
that lay south of St. Martin, They were 


supposed to pass through St. Andre-sur- 
Orne, which was to have been cleared of 
Germans. But other units that had the 
job of clearing St. Andre ran into trouble, 
and the Black Watch had to fight their way 
down, through territory that was supposed 
to be in our hands, which goes to show 
agein that you never know where the Ger- 
mans will appear. 

The battalion came fo a crossroads out- 
side St. Andre and the commanding officer, 
Lt.-Col. Stuart Cantlie of Montreal, himself 
went to reconnoitre. He was caught in the 
fire of German machine guns, and died on 
his way back to a casualty clearing station. 
Going into St. Andre, two other company 
commanders were casualties, and on the 
slim shoulders of 25-year-old Major Philip 
Griffin of Ste. Anne de Bellevue, fell the 
responsibility of leading the rest of the bat- 
talion. So many officers were killed or 
wounded that many platoons were com- 
manded by corporals. And they stil had 
1,000 metres to go before they'd reach their 
start line. 

‘They've always spoken of the Major with 
awe and respect. One of the youngest 
majors in the Canadian army, he was also 
one of its most brilliant. Before he enlisted 
at the age of 21, he was completing his 
studies for & Ph.D. at Macdonald College. 
His men and fellow officers—those who are 
Jeft—cannot speak too highly of him. 

Well, led by the Major, a large portion of 
the battalion fought Its way through the 
night, into orchards, digging in between 
walls, advancing a few yards at a time, 
always in line of mortar and machine-gun 
lire. Far behind schedule, because of the 
unexpected opposition, Major Griffin had 
to stop and regroup his men, and call for

Meanwhile forty other Black Watch men 
—batmen, cooks and drivers—held off Ger- 
mans who surrounded them in St Andre, 
held them off so their companions could 
come back that way if they should have to 
retreat. But they didn't retreat, end when 
they didn't come back the others knew they 
were either dead or prisoners. 

And when these batmen and cooks and 
drivers returned to the rear, after a night 
and morning under German attack, they 
nsked about the Major end his men in the 
hope that they found some other route of 
escape. And when they were told they had 
not come back they bowed their heads and 
said to themselves: "We can be proud of 
ihe show, but we are very sad." 

When I gaw them they were in a "rest" 
area after being relieved of their front line 
position, but even then they were not very 
far from the Germans because you could 
hear the steady broomph of mortar fire. 
And for a while they still held hope that 
their comrades would somehow show up, 
then after another day they were forced to 
admit there was no hope — because the 
Major and his men had only enough ammu- 
nition and water to last 24 hours. 


15x THEY TURNED their energies to 
regrouping and reorganizing, so that what 
remained of the battalion could soon go 
back into battle. They were regaining thelr 
energy in a large farm, where there were 
orchards and goats and cows that made the 
warlike setting seem out of place. For the 
first time in ten days they could take their 
socks off and wash properly — that is, if 
you can use the word “properly” when you 
take a bath by standing on one foot at 4 
time in a biscuit tin 15 inches wide and nine 
inches deep while someone empties another 
biscuit tin of cold water on your head. 

And they still used slit trenches fa 
homes, though this was supposed to be be- 
hind the lines. German shells occasionally 
dropped their way and they had learned in 
their brief battle experience that the first 
thing to do wherever you are is dig a slit 
trench. They ate compo rations — spam for 
breakfast, steak and kidney stew for lunch, 
soup and bread and jam for supper, be- 
cause fresh rations had not yet started to 
come in. 

They took their minds off other things by 
washing their socks in those ever-useful 
biscuit tins and by replacing their uniforms 
that had been torn and covered with Nor- 
mandy mud. And going through the pere 
sonal belongings of companions whose be- 
reaved families would want the snapshots 
and diaries and other prized momentoes 
that would live in the years. 

The few officers who remained, 
and sad-eyed, looked their roll lists over tc 
see who were left, and marked some for 
promotion to fill the gaps. And the men 
who the day before were privetes and who 
now were sergeants were not'happy over 
promotion because it meant ‘hat someone 
else was dead or prisoner.

Born December 19, 1897, Briga- 
dier Blackoder joined the Sth 
Regiment R, Н. of Canada in 1916, 
going overseas in December of the 
same year with the 13th Battalion 
of the C.E.F. 

After the war he took service 
with the Black Watch Reserve 
and wns promoted to captain in 
1924 and major in July, 1927. In 
October, 1932, he was named 
second in command of the 2nd 
Battalion Black Watch, and was 
promoted to lleutenant-colonel in 
1934, In 1935 he received the 
Etticleney Decoration and in Octo-!

In a war correspondenls recital of the superb

"Here ln the epitaph of a regiment: Three words 
only—'Don't send reinforcements.” 

“From the four rifle companies that comprised 
almost (he full alrongth of the Black Watch (Royal 
Mighinnders of Canada), the rest was silence, 
‘Trapped. on n barren ridgo just above May-sur- 
Orne on July 26th, In the heart of а powerful Ger- 
man lank, gun and Infantry position, all that was 
loft of thelr gallant spearhead was swallowed Up, 
platoon by platoon, nection by nection, and finally 
man by man, Thelr ammunition ran out as & ring 
of German heavy guns and lighter atitomatic 
wonpons went nbout Ita deadly work with the cal- 
culnted precision of a firing squad. Finally, even 
the thin trickle of wounded, half-walling, half- 
crawling to tho rear, camo to an end, As a desper- 
ate Ио party of headquarters and support per- 
sonnel prepared to fight its way forward in the 
forlorn hope of making a partial rescue, the Jast 
man out, a badly-injured captain, bore this mes- 
nage from the battalion's 21-year-old acting com- 

manding officer: ‘Don't send reinforcements. We 
have too many men here лом’ 

"Little pìse is known about what happened on 
the far side of the ridge where the rifle compantes 
of the Black Watch met their death, 

^'Only a handful of men who crossed the ridge 
ever came back,’ an officer of the regiment said 
today. ‘Those who are still alive are in hospitals, 
Half a dozen were shell shocked and the rest 
wounded.' " 

“Don't send reinforcements." Does that “epitaph 
of a regiment,” as the correspondent calls it, mean 
that the Black Watch of Canada has passed Into 
history? No; for in the same dispatch Allen 
writes: "Already a new Black Watch regiment із 
being formed around the hard core of those who 
are left. The rear and support echelons escaped 

` relatively lightly—although to give an Idea of how 
bravely they fought, of elght company clerks two 
were killed and three wounded trying to give what 
aid they could to the lost riflemen. In a quiet 
little field just back of the front, those who are 
left were busy today polishing their mortars and 
cleaning their rifles, before they stretched out 
in the sun to get a little rest.” 

So the “epitaph of a regiment" will become в 
battle cry instead, inspiring the successors to the 
heroes of May-sur-Orne as they go into tho fight 
and on to victory. “Scorn of death," as Philip Gibbs 
once wrote, may have been "born in the High- 
lands" of Scotland but it lives in: the hearts of 
Canadian Highlanders, too.

So long as the Germans | 
held their position at Caen, the annihilation of | 
their forces was kept from the Allied grasp; once | 
d Hinge was captured, the outcome of the | 

ach campaign was determined. | 

The Ist Battalion of the Black Watch was one 
of the units assigned to breaking the German line 
at the Caen Hinge. From July 10, when the bat- 
talion approached Caen and came under shell fire, 
until July 26, when it broke through the enemy's | 
final defences, it was in the thick of some of the | 
heaviest and most momentous fighting of the war. | 
Not only did the enemy cling to every inch of | 
€round in their slow withdrawal, but they re- | 
Peatedly counter-attacked, Indeed, at the action 
near Vaucelles the Black Watch had to hold out | 
against more than fifteen counter-attacks launched 
in only two days against their newly-won position. | 

The peak of the fighting was reached in and 
beyond St Andre on July 25 and 26. It repre. 
sented the final intensity of the German resist- 
ance. It was in those last days of the advance 
that Lt.-Col. Cantlie and young Major Griffin and 
many others became casualties But after St. 
Andre fell and the Black Watch helped to estab- 
lish positions beyond, the enemy gave way and 
ihe Caen Hinge was breached and taken. The 
German forces, losing their chance for an orderly 
retreat, collapsed into the disintegration that 
loosened the enemy's grip on French soil. $ 

Tomorrow evening's service will be a solemn | 
tribute to all whose names stand on the roll of | 
the Regiment's dead. It will be a tribute to the 
members of the lst Battalion’s “С” Company and 
the members of its moriar platoon who took part 
in the Dieppe Raid and so few of whom returned. 
It will be a tribute to all others of the Regiment 
who have died in the air or at sea in all the in- 
evilable chances and necessary services of war. 
And lengthening the roll of the earlier casualties 
are the names of those who died in helping to 
transform the confined operations on the Nor- 
mandy beachhead into the triumphal sweep that 
has carried the armies of liberation onto the 
aggressors’ own soil. 

At tomorrow’s service, with the victory still 
widening and with the light beginning to stream 
into so many long-imprisoned lands, Montreal will 
remember its dead of the Black Watch with sor- 
row for their loss, with admiration for what they 
endured, with pride in what they achieved.

Post-War Vocational Guidance 


From "Canada At War' 


“What about my future? What 
is the government going to do for 
me? Will I be able to get a job 
when I get out of uniform? What 
kind of a job can І get?" 


Educational officers in all three 
armed services say that these nre 
the questions most frequently 
asked when debates, discussions or 
even just plain arguments are in 
progress. The service man and 
Woman is concerned about hls own 
personal post-war plans. Some of 
them fee] tbat thelr years іп ser- 
vice have handicapped them in 
competing for past-war jobs—that 
while they were winning the war, 
others at home were gaining the 
experience and training that will 
assure them preferred spots on the 
employment lists. 

Viewed merely as a problem of 
morale, this anxiety merits special 
treatment. As a therapeutic fac- 
tor during convalescence alter 
being ill or wounded, the resolu- 
uon of үүтүн. worrles is import- 
ant; and, if the service man's con- 
tention is right, if his service ex- 
perience has actually handicapped 
him in the labour market, there is 
even more reason to consider It. 

This the three services have 
done, and one of them has already 
planned a concrete, delalled pro- 
gram. Since June 1, 1944, the alr 
force has been using a sclentiflc 
method of vocational guidance 
which It calls personnel counsel- 
ling. The other two services are 
also working on the question of 
preparing thelr personnel for 
clvilian Ше, but as most of them 
are either preparing for battle or 
actually engaged In fighting, the 
problem ls not so acute, and it 15 
felt that it 15 better to walt unul 
they have been posted for dis- 
charge before assisting them to 
concentrate on thelr clvillan prob- 
lems, 

Personnel counselling offers as- 
sessment, Information and assist- 
ance to service men and women to 
enable them to train themselves, 
while still in uniform, for the post- 
war career for which they are best 
fitted by personal aptitude, ex- 
perlence and background, Interest 
and Inclination and training ac- 
quired In the service, plus tralning 


recelved for that career in spare 
time, 


The adviser Is a personnel coun- 
sellor—an officer speclally chosen 
for hls or her experience and abil- 
ity and trained to use the sclen- 
Ийе techique of vocational guid- 
ance, The counsellor considers the 
service man's record, his educa- 
tonal and personal background, hls 
history of employment. He finds 
out what the man would like to do, 
what he does best, Provided with 
charts of occupational classifica- 
Mons, booklets describing occupa- 
Mons, employment surveys and a 
general knowledge of labour legisin- 
tion as well as of the rehabilitation 
measures open to veterans of the 
war, the counsellor jis able to 
guide the man awny frum Jobs 
which will be too ditflcult for him, 
for which he ls not sulted In any 
of a number of ways, and Into 
some kind of career In which the 


opportunities of employment, pro- 
motion and satisfaction are 
greatest.

assessment. 

‘The air force already has more 
than 100 personnel counsellors at 
work. A group has gone overseas, 
and more wll] follow. Special ef- 
forts are being made to reach 
more isolated ‘small groups, be- 
cuuse they may worry more about 
their futures than those who are 
in nearer touch with home. A 
counsellor will be posted to every 
station where there оге at least 
400 permanent personnel and 
smaller stations will share a visit- 
ing counsellor, Where a number 
of women are stationed, a 
Women's Division counsellor will 
be posted.

I could hear 
German voices distinetly, I thought they were going to polish all of 
из off as we lay un the ground, practically surrounded, and pretending 
to be dead, You couldn't help any of the wounded because anyone who

Those of us who later got back lay out there for more than four 
hours, until dark, and then crawled back, The stretcher bearers were 
then able to come out. It was a grim day alright for the whole bal- 
talion; all the company and most of the platoon commanders were 
casualties. 


The Canadian Army is running through a hell of, a lot of officers 
and men, and all the politicians Пе who say that reinforcements are 
adequate and well trained, The truth is (ask anyone who has been up 
at the front and not just at Headquarters) that they are poorly trained. 
They are dragging them into the infantry from everywhere in order 


to keep up our strength, and then they can only keep us about two- 
thirds up to strength, by hardly ever giving the lads at the front a rest.

Army units аго made up of civilians who 
volunteer for part-time tralning and could not 
normally be used for combat service, The reserv- 
lata ave In no sense draftees, Their enrolment із 
as purely voluntary as the enlistment of Active 
Army soldiers for service anywhere, 

The vast majority if not all of the reservists 
are nelther aultable for active service nor eligible 
for call-up, because of being over or under mill- 
tary age, suffering from physical disability, being 
In the lower medical categorles, or for other rea- 
sons. 

Rather than being the butt of misunderstand- 
ing or of thoughtless criticism, the Reserve Army 
men are deserving of public approbation and 
encouragement. In a dogged, unselfish way they 
are performing an unspectacular, often dull and 
mostly thankless military duty. That duty 15 of 
community and national importance despite its 
apparently rouline character. The reservists are 
maintaining the nuclear framework of the militia

The Major’s 
` Private War

The fantastic tale of North Beveland's 
liberation, as told by a Standard 
War Correspondent who was on the scene 


WITH THE CANADIAN "ASSAULT" 
FORCES IN NORTH BEVELAND. 
(By Саһ.) 


Ta PRIVATE war of Dick Porteous 
will go down as the screwiest invasion 
im bistory.— Who ever heard of an army 
engaging an enemy naval “Nen”? And who 
ever beard of a reconnaissance regiment 
going on a seaborne landing — in barges 
laden with potatoes and corn? It was this 
comic opera assault that resulted in the 
Mberation of North Beveland. 

This island—about eight miles long and 
five miles wide—wasn'l even scheduled for 
eccupalion. As far as the Canadians were 
concerned the main job was to toss the 
Germans of! South Beveiand so we could 
get at Walcheren and knock out the garri- 
son there that dominated the approaches to 
Antwerp. The few thousand inhabitants of 
North Beveland would jest have to walt a 
while for their freedom. But whea Dick 
Porteous and his men decded to take to 
the sea the generals did a Little juggling 
with their plans 

Porteous—offically Maj С. В Н. Por- 
teous—ts a six-foot, 77-year-old Montrealer. 
Back in Montreal in prewar days he was 
ene of tbe more active young socialites 
Now his hair grows long down the back of 
his neck and his blonde moustache strag- 
ics in а disorganzed cure. His keen blue 
eyes stamp him as an able soldier.

For half 
an hour tbe Canadian- stood beside the 
wooden ferry house, looking across at the 
silage of Kortgene on enemy-held North 
Beveland, separated [rom them by only 200 
yards of water. 


B WAS then that their first "naval" 
action took place. Blissfully moving around 
а bend in the channel was a while painted 
boat with red crosses on the funnel and 
Sides and a swastika flag wavmg from the 
stern.

“See,” said Lt. Matheson, "that's the way 
fo capture а ship.” 
There were nine Germans in the crew—* 


all marines—and two Dutch civilians who 
sald they were medical orderlles. The cap- 
tain was a sandy haired man of about 25 
who sald that his was a hospital ship which 
had come down from Amsterdam to pick up 
а load of wounded Germans, "I am сег- 
tainly surprised to find you people on 
Beveland,” he said. 

The job of a reconnalssance unit is to 
feel oùt enemy positions, not go around 
seizing boats Lt Matheson called on his 
radio sel for Maj. Porteous, who was at 
squadron headquarters a few miles away. 
“1 need you! I've got a hospital ship!” he 
exclaimea!. "Ала for God's sake get the 
navy up here fast!" 

There must have been great consterna- 
tion when the message was wired to 
divisional headquarters. But the next mérn- 
ing the navy arrived—by jeep. The party 
consisted of seven Royal Marines and а 
Royal Navy surgeon, Cammander Campbell 
Watson. a South African. The marines took 
over and taunted the Canadians. “You 
know," they sald, "you chaps in the army 
aren't entitled to prize money for capturing 
a ship. Looks as though the Navy will get

В. THIS time quite a crowd of Dutch 
civilians had gathered along the dike over- 
looking the jetty, while across the water on 
North Beveland another crowd of civilians 
Stood on the jetty, waving and shouting In- 
distinguishable remarks. Then a rowboat 
pushed off from the other side with two 
men in И. The Canadians tightened thelr 
grips on thelr rifles as the rowboat pulled 
ashore. 


"Don't shoot, fellows,” cried a Yankee 
voice. "Am 1 glad to see you!

The recce crowd, were 
supposed to hold Wolfhaartsduk, not em- 
bark on seaborne landings, 

1 looked througn the hospital ship with 
Commander Watson, "ice little boat, isn't 
she?" he commented, "Must have been а 
fine private yacht once." She was about 
150 tons in weight and about 75 feet long. 
There were bunks for twelve patients. 

We went up on the bridge just as а 
e ed: “Blow me 
Look what's coming!" And slipping 
out from a hiding place In North Beveland 
were seven barges in a row, their Diesel 
engines rumbling them toward us. They all 
flew Dutch flags and the leading ship also 
displayed a large white flag. 

The Canadians, figuring that this might 
be a German Trojan horze stunt, crouch-d 
behind pillars and the stone wall, traininz 
their Bren guns and rifles at the oncoming 
oarges. But there was no fire trom the 
“enemy” vessels and they tied up near the 
jetty. 

“This is fantastic, utterly fantastic. N 
seen anything like It before,” drawled Co 
mander Watson. "Well" he added 
for tea,” and he climbed down into 
ward room. I went out on the jetty and the 
excited skippers from the seven barges 
crowded round, One of them, Jan Keizer 
wos n tall, blonde Dutchman, who kr 
English, He was skipper of the good ba 
“Deruyter’.

Besides I don't think anyone ls very wor- 
ried about the Germans over there at the 
moment.” Then he paused for a few 
moments, "Walt a minute, ГЇ] see what I 
can do." 

He went into the ferry house and radioed 
regimental headquarters, explainings the 
situation. “I think we should go, sir." he 
said to the commanding officer over the 
microphone, Then he addressed his ser- 
geants and officers who were walting 
eagerly for orders, excited over the pros- 
pect of liberating a whole island all by 
themselves. “We'll know soon,” he said. 
“The Old Man ls trying to get permission 
from division headquarters.” 

Fifteen minutes later the wireless oper- 
ator summoned Porteous. The colonel was 
on the radio. Porteous emerged from the 
ferry with a broad smile on his face.

Then Porteous returned to pick 
me up The duck wallowed 
through mud as we rolled down 
the bank and then lurched into 
the water, splashing around like 
a floundering bird.

With us was Capt. Gordon Mo 
Knight of Toronto, a lialson officer 
from division headquarters who 
had come down to observe and sec 
if the higher experts could learn 
anything from this rennais- 
хапсе regiment's quaint ways.

Ours was the only vehicle 
in North Beveland and the Dutch 
men, women and children grinned 
and laughed as they saw this 
monstrosity thet was going to 
clinch their liberation. We moved 
up the road where a few other 
recce people were prodding the 
ditches, looking for the enemy, 
when out from some bushes 
stepped four Germans — very 
sheepish looking and glad to be in 
our hands Porteous ordered that 
their rifles be handed over to a 
couple of members of the Orde 
Dienst — the Dutch resistance 
movement—who stood by. looking 
on with great interest. 


Dunne the next ten minutes 
other Germans kept popping up 
all over the place and soon about 
20 Dutch resistance men had 
weapons. Many of them had 
never fired a rifle before and they 
played around with the bolt mech- 
anism, setting shots off into the 
alr. An Orde Dienst youth of 
about 19 stopped the duck as we 
proceeded up a dirt road. and а 
quarter in English, a quarter in 
German, a quarter in Dutch and 
а quarter in French he told us 
that four Germans were hiding in 
a blue house around the bend, 
Porteous, after five minutes’ ges- 
turing and slow English, explained 
that we had to pass the house but 
we didn’t have Lime to stop, “You 
go and gel the Germans," he sald.

German soldier or Balkan peasant —for the capture, dead 
or alive, of “The Notonous General Joe" The Nazi radio 
ranted against him and speculated on his identity, for naturally 
Jones was the patently obvious alias of some leading British 
general whose presence in Jugoslavia had coincided with daring 
raids and successful military thrusts in a dozen directions 
Clod-minded German troops grew more uneasy daily, victims of 
their own propagandists, and German local commanders in the 
Balkans withdrew into the few garrisoned towns, fearful of the 
sudden onslaughts planned by this phantom leader. 

Reeently the mystery man of the Balkans turned up in 
London. A silver-haired, sparely built little man in British 
battle dress came sinding into a hotel lounge. His mustache, 
moch darker than his hair, bristled defiantly, and his single 
good eye—the otber was glass—darted around the room аз 
though cautious from long experience. There was something 
about him curiously remindful of а coiled spring. About his 
reputation among the Germans he laughed heartily. "They've 
given me а whale of a promotion,” he said. His battle dresa bore 
the single crown of a major. 

Here was the phantom general of the Balkans—Major 
William Jones, who before the war dealt in real estate—whose 
ambition it once was to be a medical missionary, and who 
taught Sunday school in New Toronto's Century United Church 
until he sailed to Britain—and war. 

Born 49 years ago at Digby, N.S., Һе had missionary ambi- 
tions from an early age, but these were interrupted by the first 
world war. In France he served in the 13th Battalion, Black 
Watch, and was promoted through all the ranks between 
private and captain before demobilization. He won the D.C.M. 
and Ват. He was wounded five times—losing his left eye in 
1917.

Deeply religious he served after discharge in the Home 
Mission Field at Neal's Harbor, Cape Breton, and later 
attended Pinehill Theological Seminary at Dalhousie Univer- 
sity. In summer holidays he was a merchant sailor. Later he 
did surveying, and still later, community welfare work for 
Price Brothers newsprint mill at Kenogami, where he organized 
Boy Scouts and Girl Guides. In 1925 and 1926 he came to the 
University of Toronto, where he took an odd mixture of 
courses, including premedical science— and military studies. 

Money failed him and for two yeare he was partner in an 
unsuccessful grocery etore. Then he became a real-estate 
salesman, establishing his own office in Toronto in 1923 and 
specializing in industrial and business real estate, 

In 1925 be married Helen Scott, who at that time was taking 
a medical course at tbe University of Toronto. For the past 
three years she has worked in the Small Arms plant at Long 
Branch, Ont. They have no children. 


Could Not Take “No” 


AJOR JONES! fantastic military career in the mountains 
of Jugoslavia might never have started but for his 
inability to take “No” for an answer when medical authorities 
at the beginning of this war told him that he was both too old, 
and too incapacitated by the Joss of his eye, for military service. 
Once he almost managed to slip by the medical examination 
—by memorizing the eye-testing chart. But the doctor thought 
it odd that his left eye did not respond to certain stimuli, 
examined it more closely and found it was—glasa.

“It is a renaissance of democracy in 
the truest sense,” Major Jones de 
clared. When a village is freed а 
People's committee is elected to deal 
with civic problems and maintain 
liaison with the Army. When a whole 
district is liberated the people elect a 
district council, which in turn 
representatives to the regional councils 
of Croatia, Bosnia, Herzegovina, and 
the other ststes that comprise Jugo- 
slavia. 

At the top of the governmental 
pyramid is the Supreme Council of 
about 240 members, which governs the 
country. The military leaders are 
chosen in the same way as the district, 
regional and national representatives. 
The best-qualified man in a Village 
leads its troops, fram among the village 
Teaders are chosen district leaders, and 
the process continues to the top.

hig way to the top by sheer ability, but 
there sre at least a dozen other leaders 
of almost equal ability who could curry 
on the fight. : 

“You can’t fail to be impressed,”

fighting the war to make dugoslavin 
a part of Russia, 

They have a deep mgr for the 
Rritish and. American demoeratie way 
of life.  Self-determination ia their 
motto, and they want Jugeslavin for 
the Jugoslava. They are oven dete 
mined that tho districts of lstrin and 
Triesto, which Italy seized, shall have a 
plebiscite to decide whether thay want 
to rejoin Jugoslavia or remain Italian. 

Whether the country again becomes: 
а monarchy will also be decided by 
vote, King Peter, thoy say, loft the 
country in the hour of crisis and did not 
return to help them in their fight. Now 
they would profer to have him remain 
away until peace has been restored 
and a plebiscite can be held. But even 
should the monarchy bo restored it will 
never again be absoluto, as in the pro- 
war days. 

The Partisan leaders Major Jones 
declared, mostly conceal their identities 
because many of their families are held 
hy the Germans as hostages in tho 
cities But they include many men 
formerly prominent in the Government 
and professional men from all fields, 

Before leaving Jugoslavia to come to 
London, Major Jones spent several 
days at Marshal Tito's headquarters. 

“He was living in a hugo natural 
crevice in the recks, which had been 
turned into two rooms,” the major 
said. Tito he described as a strikingly 
handsome man of remarkable ability 
and understanding, with kindness and 
strength combined in his features. He 
is utterly honest, has no dictatorial 
ambitions, is cautious and deliberate in 
his decisions but quick of action once 
his mind is made up. 

Tito is intensely proud of the 
democratic state system the Partisans 
have built up and refers all decisions to 
the Government. He is Premier in 
the Government as well as commander- 
in-chief of the Army, and works in close 
collaboration with Dr. Ribar, tho 
president. His popularity with the 
soldiers is immense and he accepts for 
himself the same hard routine and 
privations they must endure. 

Before the war he was an ironworker, 
who fought in Spain against the 
Fascists and was outlawed in Ger- 
many, Italy and Spain. He was also 
imprisoned by the pre-war Jugoslav 
monarchist government. 

Major Jones’ optimism dims slightly 
when he speaks of the hardships the 
mountain fighters undergo. Every- 
thing, he says, is scarce, particularly 
food, clothes, leather and medical 
equipment. The livestock is mostly 
gone, seed is not available for sowing, 
and cloth is so scarce that bandages 
are used as many as 25 times. At 
hospitals, hidden in the woods, doctors 
perform amputations without anacs- 
thetic, the patients singing to keep 
from screaming from pain. Instru- 
ments include carpentry tools and 
kitchen knives, and salt water is often 
the only antiseptic. 

But he is certain that with а normal 
amount of supplies, which could easily 
be sent by sea across the Adriatic, the 
present crisis will be overcome. 
Throughout the Balkans the Germans 
are sealed off in their defonsive posi- 
tions or on the run, and the Partisans 
are working more and more in the open, 

One certain sign of impending victory 
is the amusement, instead of concern, 
with which the Partisans regard tho 
Nazi notices offering 50,000 reichs- 
marks for the capture of “General 
Jones" Whenever they find them 
posted, on trees or house walls, they 
remove them carefully because they 
have become coveted collector's items. 
“They're selling them as souvenirs,” he 
said. "I think the price is about 50 
cents a poster.”

But invasion was nothing 
new to tho tough southern Slavs and, 
following their time-honored custom, 
they had taken to the mountains to 
carry on the kind of warfare they knew 
better than any formally trained 
soldier, Hundreds of square miles of 
broad mountains and valleys of Croatia 
апа Bosnia, wedged in between the 
coastal mountains of Dalmatia to the 
west and the Serb territory to the cast, 
had become a vast no man's land into 
which few Germans dared to venture. 
Here, under the dynamic leadership of 
Marshal Tito, a people's army number- 
ing over 250,000 was fighting one of 
history's strangest wars of liberation. 

Picked up and his identity estab- 
lished, Major dones was welcomed by 
the Partisans as a fellow fighter. In 
fact, he said, there was no alternative 
to becoming a Partisan becauso there 
wero no neutrals or noncombatants in 
the Balkan mountains. 


Accepted as Leader 


Leadership was by natural selection; 
the man in a village best qunlified to 
lead his neighbors emerged in battle. 
As Major Jones proved his ability in 
patrols. and raids, the people 
whom he fought simply accepted him 
as their leader. That ho came from a 
faraway country, completely unknown 
to most of them, mattered ns little as 
his glass eye or tho fnct that he couldn't 
speak their language. "Language was 
no barrier," he said. "It was amazing 
how many of those fighters had worked 
in Pittsburgh or Detroit. And there 
wero hundreds of university students 
and professional men who spoke 
English. You could find two or three 
interpreters in any village or mountain 
station.” 

After six weeks in the Croatian 
headquarters of the Partisans, Jones 
went to Slovenia, where there was an 
important target for military sabotage, 
The Partisans assigned three brigades 
to do the job—and Major Jones got a 
message back to. the Middle East 
Command, asking that six tons of 
explosive be dropped for their use. 

Hard luck struck then. First, the 
Germans occupied the dropping point 
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designated Junt the day before tho 
Heltah planes wero supposed Lo como 
—and nflor that British Aireraft were 
no oceupled that for two whole months 
nol, n ninglo nortlo could be flown to 
Slovonin, 

But Major Jonoa waa busy at other 
Linge by this timo and the Partisans 
destroyed n Gorman armored (rnin 
that wns bringing four tank ropair 
thopa from France to tho [tallan front 
—nn Important losa to tho Germans at 
n critlonl moment, 

Major Jones, who hos strong idens 
on Chrlotian othlea nnd belioves ideals 
should menn something, had found n 
enumo after tho dictates of his own 
henrt, Lininon became secondary, while 
Jugoslavia gained another fighter for 
freodom, “What I saw there,” ho snid, 
“cortainly has no parallol in history. It 
was n peoplo down to tho Inst ditch 
notually pulling thomsclves up by their 
own bootstraps.” 

Tho Partisans lucked everything 
охсорі enthusiasm, Firearms woro 
takon from dead Germans and Italians. 
A soldier was ambushed and his 
wenpons taken. When half a dozen 
guns had beon acquired in this manner 
n patrol was ambushed and a dozen 
firearms collected. As men became 
armed ina locality, enemy columns and 
convoys were attacked and stores of 
equipment grew. 

It was a wild kind of will-o'-the-wisp 
warfare, requiring stealth and extreme 
courage. At one time, Major Jones 
related, he and a group of Partisans 
maintained a headquarters and courier 
service for 10 days in a cave within easy 
hearing distance of a large German 
force sent out to find and wipe them 
out. In the end it was the Germans 
who were forced to withdraw. 

Many women are members of 
Marshal Tito’s Army—on a basis of 
complete equality with the men and 
with sex completely submerged. 

“Although this is contrary to the 
rules of nature,” says the major, “it is a 
sacrifice they are willing to make to 
gain their freedom, I cannot recall 
ever having seen any indication of the 
usual man and woman attitude; not 
even to the extent of holding hands." 


Boys and Girls Serve 


“In spite of the necessary secrecy,” 
the major said, “the Partisans main- 
tain the most complete information 
system imaginable. The mountains 
are dotted with courier centres into 
which messages arrive and are sorted 
and routed. To gun operational 
information a commander has merely 
to tap the nearest courier station and 
he learns not only what has passed 
through that station but what has 
been routed to it from all the others.” 

Thousands of boys and girls 14 and 
15 years old slip along mountain 
trails day and night with messages. 
They are armed with a rifle and if they 
sec that capture is imminent they 
know they must destroy their dis- 
patches and then kill themselves. They 
mny never be taken prisoner. 

War in the Balkan mountains is 
waged with words as well as bullets, 
and Major Jones is particularly proud 
of the psychological campaign in 
which he played a prominent part. 
Through leaflets, posters, and even 
released prisoners the enemy is con- 
stantly made conscious of his position 
as an invader. The ardent liberation 
spirit of the Partisans is contrasted with 
the serflike status of the German and 
Italian soldiers. The results are 
surprising. Thousands change sides, 
the biggest catch being General Cerutti, 
who commanded the Italians in the 
Ljubljana district. 

“He asked for a conference,” Major 
Jones said, “and offered to change sides 
and fight the Germans but insisted on

prison officers, who carry on their) 
duties in whal probably were the 
most antiquated prison structures 
where sanitary and general equip- 
ment were not up to American stan- 
dards. But the personnel consisted 
of trained and educated men who 
ranked as civil servants. not sub-

changes; thus they could be sure 
of a career, 

“I hope that some day in Canada 
we may have such a system, Maj. 
Edmison remarked. “for until we 
have it, we shall not have what 
is needed for a prison—happy and 
contented staff.” 

Among modern ameliorations, the 
iret mentioned the abolition of 
the silence system, the provision 
of good librarles—with an issue of 
five books weekly — and specia!

VERY soldier returning from the battle- 

fields has a different story to tell be- 
cause every soldier's experience is different |! 
from every other soldiers. But the man who 
has been overseas for five years should In 
that time have gained considerable know- 
ledge about the feelings of Canadian troops, 
and when he reports on those feelings we can 
rest assured that we are getting the truth 
at first band, 

We have been told from time to time 
about disaffection among the Canadians on 
the Continent, often by men who spent little 
time with the troops, or based their conclu- 
sions on hearsay evidence. Yesterday two 
reports told a different story. Major J. Alex 
Edmisoq, of Montreal whose work overseas 
related to the morale of Canadians, reported 
that “on the beaches and battlefields of 
Europe and in hospitals and German prison 
camps there are Do signs of disunity among 
Canadians." Colonel Maxwell C. F. Meighen, 
younger son of the Rt. Hon. Arthur Meighen, 
reinforces that view. Returning from five 
years of service overseas, Colonel Meighen 
said that Canadian soldiers know and aj 
proud that they bave been given as tough a 
job as any in the Allied army of liberation in 
Europe. “The feeling is general throughout 
the Canadian Army," he sald, "that it has 
been given a great proportion of what we 
term ‘glory jobs'—a lot of dirty fighting. 
We didn’t mind, even though they wore pretty 
tough.” s 

Cologel Melghen further praised the train- 
ing and education of Canadian fighting men, 
аз well as the quality of thelr equipment. These, 
together with their qualities and exploits in 
battle had айё them “prouder of 
Canadfans than they ever thought they could 
be.”

1ST BATTALION 
As our last Bulletin was issued the long hoped for Invasion of France begani 


Qur lst Battalion did not cross the Channel on D-Day but followed about а month 


later and very soon thereafter was in heavy action. We now know that between 


July 18th and 26th our lads took part in three great attacks south of Caen in the 
Bettles of the Hinge, fought magnificiently in the highest traditions of the Regiment 


and once again suffered severe casualties. Our pride in their great accomplishments 


under fire mingles therefore with sorrow at the loss of so many gallant officers and 


men. They were given tough assignments, carried them out with great success and 


helped very materially to make possible the subsequent great victories and the 
speedy freeing of Frence and Belgium. Press reports of the actions in which the 
Battalion took part have been somewhat garbled but have been full of praise for our 
officers and men. Montreal, Toronto and Buffalo newspapers published long laudatory 
editorials about the Dattalion and expressing sympathy in its losses. Time Magazine 
4n the USA also devoted nearly a page to the Battalion's actions near Caen. 

Although sadly depleted in numbers after their third &ction in July, the 
Battalion was refitted with full reinforcements within a week thereafter and has 
been pushing on since then, again in action on a number of occasions. It also took 
part in the return to Dieppe where its C Coy. and mortar platoon suffered so severely

A CONTRAST—AND A SOLUTION, ر‎ Н 


Tt is a sobering thought for Canadians at home 
hat those who return from service overseas de- 
lare that disunity is à phenomenon of the home 

front and not of the battlefront. Indeed, it is 

possible to sense that behind their report there is 
| a keen sense of surprise ahd discouragement at 
| what they have found in this country, Thore who 
felum from severe national service to the nation 
they have served find that they have left an 
atmosphere of enthusiasm and unity for one of 
bitterness and disunity. Perhaps it is no! the 

sort of homecoming they expected. Certainly t 
| not the sort of homecoming they deserve. 

Within recent weeks we have heard two voices 
| express this same sentiment. One was that of ал 

| English-Canadian officer, Major J. Alex Edmistm, 
| a Montreal lawyer, and former alderman for St. 
George ward, who was addressing а Montreal 
Me said that there was no disunity on 
„ when French-speaking and English-speak> 
| ing soldiers fought side by side on the invasion 
| beaches There has been no disunity since, amid 
all the changes and chances of a strenuous cam- 
| paiga. Nor is there any disunity among the Can- 
dian soldiers crowded into the prison camps of 
the enemy. Nor is there any disunity among the 
Canadian soldiers lying in the military hospitals. 
Major Edmison concluded his address with an 
appeal to Canadians at home to see to it that the | 
men who have served and suffered in unity 
should mot return to a disunited Canada. 

The other voice was that of Lt-Col Hugues 
Lapointe, federal member of Parliament for Lot 
Biniere, and son of the late Rt Hon. Ernest 
Lap Speaking in the House of Commons, 
he asked the members to listen while he related 
опе incident which hed occurred in France. He 
bad commanded a company of the Regiment de 
la Chaudiere which had landed in Normandy on 
D-day, and by morning half of his men had been 
lost. He sent a message for reinforcements. But 
it turned out that the boat carrying the reinforce- 
ments for the Chaudieres had been sunk by the 
enemy. So his company was reinforced by men 
from the Queen's Own Rifles of Toronto, from the 
Regina Rides, and from the North Shore Regiment 
ef New Brunswick. АП these men were glad and 
proud to joi) the Chaudieres and the whole com- 
pany faced the enemy as one man. “That night,” 
sid Lt-Col. Lapointe, “I-was thinking to myself, 
Ч wonder how many people in Canada would 
believe such a thing could be true'." 

The fine] appeal of Lt-Col Lapointe to the 
people at home is the seme as the appeal of Major 
Eémissa “Surely,” he said, “if the men at the 
irent can achieve this national unity and attain 
this spirit of brotherhood the people back in 
Canada . . . can fight the war on the home front 
following the example set for them by our Can- 
adian forees overseas. . - . If here in Canada we 
cannot achieve a community of spirit; if we can- 
mot }еагп to understand one another better, then 
the hardships, the miseries and the losses we shall 
have suffered durmg this war may well have been | 
in vain." 

Faced with such evidence and with such ap- 
pals, what are we on Canada's home front to 
Go? There is one thing we may do first of all, 
and that is to ask ourselves why it is that we are 
in such unenviable contrast with those whose 
service is so much more urgent and exacting than 
ош own. 

We do not have to seek far for the answer, for 
the answer is in our question. lt is just because 
their service is more urgent and exacting that 
they have forgotten the smaller causes of division. 
The strange contrast between the harmony in the 
midst of battle and the strife in the midst of peace 
could be reduced, if not eliminated, if we at home 
could once become conscious, as they abroad are 
conscious, that we are working together for some 
purpose that so transcends our differences as to 
make them insignificant. 

Surely we should nòt find it impossible to find 
such a purpose, now and in the long years to 
come. For we stand, indeed, in an immense land, 
extending {гот the sea even unto the sea, and 
from the river even unto the ends of the earth. 
We are confronted with immeasurable possibili- 
ties for development and with inescapable de- 
mands for effort. We have only scratched the 

surface. We have done no more than turn the 
first furrow, open the first mine, cast our first net 
into the sea. 

All the future lies before In a world in 
which so many nations complain of their wants 
and their restrictions, we dwell amidst an un- 
realized plenty, One of the greatest of Canadian 
statesmen declared: “The twentleth century be- 
longs lo Canada.” 1f his words have gone unful- 
filled, it is not because they were not true, but 
because we have failed to bring their truth Into 


club 


As we now approach this century's second and 
final half, it seems as though we were approach- 
ing our second and final chance. We must now 
move forward together to claim our heritage, 
with something of the spifited hardiness of the 
pioneers, with a love of the land as deep as theirs 
and with a comradeship as real. 

Certainly our home front opportunities and 
92002 are pressing upon us. They lle before us 
n» hore: Only by our unity can the chal-

| The proud sufferings, the heroisms, the stark 

tragedies of war are not confined to the battle- 
fields. Soldiers, sweeping In to the bitter fighting 
оп invasion beaches, or to carry strong positions 
by assault, are held up by their high hearts, the 
fever of the battle and the trained discipline 
which is theirs. But on the home fronts there is 
another and a finer, more pure courage, so quietly 
displayed, so unobtrusive, so proudly carried that 
men deep jn their affairs fail to nolice or render 
deserved tribute where it is more than due. 

All down the ages fighting men have gone 
forth from their homes in times of nationa] crisis, 
leaving their mothers and their wives to keep the 
hearth and the falth, the mothers who in thelr 
homes have only empty rooms and who in thelr 
hearts know only the ache of sacrifice. Theirs is 
the nobler part; theirs the greater courage, the 
deeper suffering. They possess to the full 


“—that faith to look with fearless eyes 
Beyond the tragedy of a world at strife 

Ага trust that out of night and death shall rise 
‘The dawn of ampler life.” 


Symbolic of this pure faith and courage 
throughout her life was Mrs. Ronald V, Bennett, 
whose recent death in Sackville, New Brunswick, 
brought to a close a gentle career in all things 
typical of all that is best in Canadian motherhood 
and who through two world wars knew to the full 
the meaning and the ache of sacrifice, It [s cer- 
tain that her story can be found in parallel in 
nearly every city, town and hamlet throughout 
our Dominion, and, indeed throughout the living 
symbol of freedom and decency which men call 
the British Empire. It is certain, too, that the 
spirit and the faith from which she drew her 
courage and her strength is held by the mothers 
of our peoples for in them Js the seed of the vision 
for which men willingly give their lives. Mrs, 
Bennett lived and died a symbol of this ideal. In 
the war of 1914-1918 her husband, a brother of 
Lord Bennett, served at sea, leaving his wife and 
two young sons to live in ‘and care for the old 
Хату homestead in Hopewell, New Brunswick. 

| Those were lonely years, when worry and fear 
were ever present, and deep sorrow when a 
brother, very near and dear to her, was killed in 
action in France. She carried on unknowing that 
she was earning for herself the sincere affection 
of all those privileged lo know her. Hers was the 
nobler way. 

In more gracious years her home in Sackville 
became home in all that the word means to her 
| two boys. They grew to manhood enjoying, know- 
ing the fullness of the quiet orderly life of that 
fine old university town. They knew the love and 
the discipline of their father and thelr mother, 
They were sound Canadian boys, of the stuff of 
which this country is made and in them both was 
а great companionship, a great friendliness and 
a great ambition to become worthwhile citizens of 
the land which gave them birth. Their mother 
rightfully, as so many of our mothers are, was 
happy and so proud of them.

Hit By Mortar Bomb 


Later that afternoon, Campbell 
was slightly wounded by a fragment 
mortar bomb. He was patched up 
and went back farther to pick up 
More ammunition, water, and equip- 
ment for the night prior to going 
forward to the defensive position. 

His runner hed been killed while standing beside 
him, md so he had to go out alone. It was on his way 
back that Campbell was severely wounded by a mortar 
bomb, His right leg was broken and badly smashed, his 
broken leg was also struck, his right arm broken and 
shrapnol entered his shoulder. 

All alone and unable to even crawl to his carrier, 
Campbell laconicelly remarks "I was more or less im: 
mobile." Actually, he was dangerously near to the end, 
and he lay there for two hours until two signallers 
discovered him. By the time the men found the jeep, it 
was dark, but Campbell was taken immediately to a 
Field Dressing Station and given transfusions, He was 
moved to an Engllzh C C 3., then to an English General 
Hospital and finally lo a hospital near Bayeux. When 
he was in condition, ho was taken by air to England, 
and Ihreo ddys alter receiving his wounds, he arrived 
at a Canadian General Hospital, On August Ist, his 
right leg was amputated.

battle experience, the speaker main-| 
tained. The soldier 15 also a differ- 
ent man physically, his rezctions 
are at hair trigger tension: his| 
habits of life, through regimenta- 
Чоп, have become different; his 
psychological outlook on life {s dif- 
derent. Thus, part of he problem is 
to refashion ‘their lives to other 
ends and other value; in zn entirely 
different .nvirenment, he sald. 

But in so doing, the speaker con- 
finued, much that is good must pot 
be jettisoned, such as his anxiety 
to keep it, the spirit of cooperation 
that һе has developed and the 
Sense of Initiative and resourceful- 
ness that he has gained. 

Another part of the problem the 
Speaker said lies in the background 
against which this readjustment 
must be made—his home life and 
the natlonal pattem of society. 
“While Canadians as a whole have 
felt the tremendous upset which 
war has caused to national life, to 
the returning soldier there is Little 
evidence of war.”

Americans were engaging the Germans on 
the right, the British and Canadians had 
The left Gank. Cherbourg marked the first 
example of Allied cooperation that was to 
extend throughout the campalgn. While the 
Americans had the tough job of storming 
the city’s defences, the British and Cana- 
dians had the unglamorous but equally im- 
portant task of engaging German armor 
around the Tilly and Caen sectors to pre- 
vent it from coming in on the rear of the 
American positions 


Jive GAVE the Canadians their fullest 
baptism of Tire. It was not the sort of wide- 
Open speedy war that was to characterize 
the advance of August and September. 
Now, they became battle-scarred and hard- 
ened, used to the sound of moaning min- 
nies and 88 mm. guns, used to going into 
bushes and farmhouses to overcome Ger- 
mans by hand. The front was narrow, our 
Ten were hemmed in, facing concentrated 
fire by day and the Luftwaffe by night. It 
was a static war of sorts, while the buld- 
up continued 

The first real action of July came with 
the drive on Carpiquet, on the Caen road. 
Units of the 3rd Division faced the great- 
est mass of enemy troops so far concen- 
trated on a small front — troops that in- 
cluded the pick of Nazi strength, the sulci- 
dal Hitlerjugend who were taken from thelr 
slit tren-nes and foxholes only when they 
were dead. 

For three days the battle for the villuge 
and the airport's hangars raged, while the 
Germans poured close to 200,000 shells Into 
our positions.

1t was 4.20 am, on July B, as the first 
light of day flickered through a reddish 
sky, that the attack started, The night be- 
fore more than 600 Allled planes had shal- 
tered the clty's outer defences, then tanks 
emblazoned with the maple leaf roared 
through whealflelds and Infantrymen fol- 
lowed close behind, hundreds of our guns 
clearing n path for them. It was an in- 
fantry show primarily. Soldiers on foot 
slogged their way along dusty roads in an 
action that will rank with the greatesl 
eplcs of the last war. 


Opposed by seven of Ronunel's tank divi- 
slons, they fought for 36 hours without 
rest, advancing eight miles to take the 
city and reach the Orne.river. British 
troops entered Caen from the north, while 
Canadians advanced from the west and 
south, 


But the Allies still had to establish а 
bridgehead over the Orne so they could 
approach the flat tank country that swept 
down from the opposite bank of the river. 
Montgomery put to the test a brilliant plan 
and outfoxed hls old desert rival. He sent 
British tanks southward toward Esquay, 
and Rommel withdrew his heavy armored 
units to meet the new threat. On the night 
of July 17 great clouds of dust covered the 
ficlds of Normandy as British tanks rum- 
bled toward all sectors of the front. But 
the major attack did not come as Rommel 
had expected around Esquay. It came 
northeast of Caen, preceded by 2000 Allied 
bombers that dropped 20,000 tons of ex- 
plosives, The tanks headed for bridges near 
the mouth of the Orne, held since D-Day 
by the British Sixth Alrborne Division, 
which Included the Ist Canadian Parachute 
Battallon. On the right of the drive were 
Canadian infuntrymen who crossed the 
Orne on kupok floats to take Vaucelles. 
Torrential rains held up the advance 
after bridgeheads were consolidated, The 
battle settled down to a nervewracking and 
deadly artillery duel. While the British and 
Canadians held off fresh divisions that 
Rommel hud rushed in from other sectors.

In their advance into Bel- 
gium that month, Canadians had 
also taken over the defence of 
Antwerp. It was a strange kind 
of war for these Canadians who 
now were in the first great city 
they had seen anywhere on the 
continent.

Ts OCTOBER the First Canadian, 
Army received И third. full-scale 
assignment. Five Allied armies 
were pressing against the German 
border but their advance was lim- 
ited by their supplies, Calais, Le 
Havre and other Channel ports had 
been damaged by their garrisons, 
and supplies still had to be hauled 
400 miles from original Normandy 
harbors. Antwerp had fallen so 
swifty to the British in the phen- 
omenal drive in September that 
enemy demolition engineers could 
not do their work. Jt still had the 
capacity to handle by Itself the en- 
tire tonnage required by all the 
Allied armies and it was less than 
100 miles from the German fron- 
Vier—but it was unusable, Big 
German guns on Walcheren island 
dominated the mouth of the 
Scheldt and the city’s approaches. 
Allied strategists had hoped that 
September's airborne landings at 
Arnhem and Nijmegen would 
make the Germans’ position so un- 
tenable that they would have to 
withdraw from the Scheldt area, 
thus clearing the entrance to Ant- 
werp. But after a ten-day epic 
fight, British paratroops had to 
give up their foothold in Arnhem, 
and Antwerp remained a port in 
name only. American army com- 
manders, waiting to plunge into 
Germany, cried for more supplies. 
Crerar and his army were given. 
of air support and am- 
munition to launch their drive to 
clear the enemy from the Scheldt. 
Once more it was chlefly an in- 
fantryman's war. Tanks flound-

I T WAS a two-prong aítack. One 
column struck north from Ant- 
werp, its object to gain control 
of the causeway that led from the 
Dutch mainland onto South Beve- 
land.

son the move 150 miles southward. 
Infantry battalions had their first 
real chance to regroup and train 
reinforcements In their own battle 
schools. Because of the nature of 
the battles since D-Day, tank, 
artillery and service corps losses 
were lighter than planners had 
anticipated, while infantry losses 
were greater. 

Freshened and bolstered by 
long-awaited reinforcements, the 
Canadians struck again. On Feb. 8, 
in their fourth major assignment 
since the First. Canadian Army 
went into action as n unit on Aug. 
7, the "water rats" moved across 
flooded couniryside into German 
territory, In the first ten days 
fighting in-the Siegfried line, First 
Army men captured Cleve and 
Goch and took 10,000 prisoners. 
These they added to the impres- 
sive total of 118,911 prisoners they 
had amassed up to Feb. 1. 

Canadians were prepared for

Sevoral Veterans of Two 
Wors Return; Wives апа 
Ohildren Swell Throng 
at Bonaventure Station 


"Thore шге apparently some good 
Germans," was the candid admis- 
sion of one of more than 100 Army 
officers and men who, accompanied 
by 14 English wives of Canadian 
servicemen and nine children, ar- 
rived from overseas at Bonaventure 
Station Saturday. 

Telling a story he could hardly 
be sure of even now, Pte, L- 
Robertson, of 1162 St. Antoine 
street, said despite what he thought 
of Germans ag a whole he owed 
his life lo an unknown “skuttle- 
helmeted Boch." 

He had gone to the Continent 
shortly after D-Day with his regi- 
ment — the 1st Battalion, Black 
Watch (R.H.R.) of Canada—and was 
wounded by an Bü-mm. shell in the 
drive to the Orne through the 
sireets of Caen. It was only a 
minor hand wound, so three days 
later he was back in the line. 

It was then, in the disastrous 
Black. Watch drive for "Hill 67, 
that, but for a Jerry, he almost 
endéd his career. Surrounded on 


all sides he was trying to ай- 
vance when three machine gun 
bullets hit him in the Ыр and 


knocked him into a shell hole. For 
about three hours ће lay there 
unable to move and getting weak- 
er and weaker because of ihe loss 
of blood. 

“I can't tell you who carried me 
out, but a man wearing a skutile 
helmet came over the top af the 
hole and Im sure he was a Ger- 
man," he said. "He picked me up 
and carried me out of there. He 
looked at my wound and then put 
а dressing on it and carried me 
about a mile and a half through 
the German lines and left me by 
the side of a road where I was 
picked up by one of our Bren car- 


er; 

ST was pretty far gone to know 
anything, but if it was a Jerry I 
was sure lucky to run into that 


certain one. Another hour in that 
hole, maybe 10 minutes more, and 
I would not have been here today," 
he sald. 

He was certain, however, that 
all Germans were not of that (уре, 
“especially the SS. Boys,” and they 
whined in front of the bayonet, he 


said.

Anxious to Know If All of 
Nazis Have Given Up Yet

The Interest of more then 300 ге. 
turning members of the Canadian 
Active Army at Bonaventure sta- 
tlon last night In tbe imminent 
“unconditional surrender” of all 
Nazis In Europe was overshadowed 
only by their happiness in getting 
homo to greet thelr loved ones 
among the large group of people at 
the station to welcome the men. 

The group, Including more than 
300 repatriates of the Province of 
Quebec, was about the largest ar- 
riving here from an east coast port 
since the tide turned and the Al- 
lies took the upperhand in Europe. 
The gathering of relatives and 
happy friends proved to be one of 
‘the Digest yel seen at the Bona- 
venture station since the arrange- 
ments for reception of returning 
soldiers were synchronized. 

As usual, there were teurs, smiles 
and cheers as the soldiers disem- 
barked from the train, and, aimost 
without exception, marched with 
military precision across the station 
platform to the railway station 
quarters while a military band 
(гот M.D. No. 4 headqnarters wel- 
comed them with a medley of 
lively military tunes. 

There were men among them 
who had been wounded in the 
fighting in Sicily, Italy, France, 
Belgium, Holland and Germany, but 
the majority were soldiers coming 
home to enjoy rotation leave after 
five years’ service in His Majesty s 
forces overseas. 

Almost without exception the 
men walked into the arms of happy 
wives, mothers, sisters or sweet- 
hearts and were immediately oc- 
cupied with greetings and answer- 
ing numerous questions. But the 
majority still found time to get in 
‘the question: "Have they surren-

Ottawa, Мау 14—@—Place and 
strength of Canada's post-war re- 
serve army is a question now be- 
fore the war cabinet but the de- 
czsion may be left for a new cab- 
inet after the June 11 federal gen- 
eral election. 

The Commons was informed De- 
cember 5 that streamlining of the 
Home Guard Reserve Army would 
continue, but “to the greatest pos- 
sible extent" units of the army 
would be perpetuated in the post- 
war period. 

A statement at that time said 
the Reserve Army—composed of 
about 100,000 part-time soldiers 
who attend twice weekly drills and 
go to summer camps—would con- 
tinue in operation and form the 
framework of Canada's military 
organization іп peacetime, 

There has been no hint as to 
the future of Maj.-Gen. Fred R. 
Phelan, Director-General of the 
Reserve Army, It is understood he 
wants to return soon to his peace- 
time post as director of a Montreal 
financial information service. 

It is understood that if Gen. 
Phelan is retired his post will be 
abolished and his work will be an 
additional responsibility for the 
chief of the General Staff—at pres- 
ent Lt-Gen. John Murchie. 

There has been no recent ‘offi- 
cial comment on post-war army 
lans, However, a recent army re- 
ease on reallocalion and demobil- 
ization referred briefly to the post- 
war army, It sald that commissions 
would not be granted or enlistment 
carried out in the post-war army 
until after cessation of hostilities

GEOFFREY SOMERSET COOKE 
TAS 


In recognition of gallantry in Normandy, Lieut. 
G. S. Cooke, Ist Battalion, Black Watch (Royal 
Highland Regiment) of Canada, missing since July 20, 
1944, has been awarded a Commander-in-Ch 
Certificate for "outstanding good service” by Fie 
Marshal Sir В. L. Montgomery, 21st Army Group. 
The award was made, it is now known, for Licut. 
Cooke's services with the Black Watch during the 
bitter and costly fighting on July 25 and for valour on 
the following day when, as a volunteer, he led out a 
small party to rescue wounded and did not return. 
Onc man of this party, who later escaped from cap- 
tivity, has reported what appear to be the facts. He 
states that, on reaching the house where the wounded 
were believed to be, the Black Watch party was 
engaged by the enemy and that Lieut, Cooke, dan- 


gerously wounded, was taken to a German aid post 
when the brief action was over. Later, a body, which 
the Black Watch man believed to be that of his 
officer, was carried from the aid post and laid in a 
field nearby. Though the identification of the body 
remains inconclusive, hope for the survival of this 
gallant officer can with difficulty be maintained. 
From the Headquarters of the Battalion, the Chaplain 
later wrote: “the only honest thing that I can say to 
you is that you would be wise to accept the thought 
that Lieut. Cooke is dead. Going forward again into 
that area was the act of a very brave man. May your 
pride in his achievement help you to bear your gricf.”” 


ROBERT McKINNEL, M.M. 
AGR., 1936-37 


Sergt. Robert McKinnel, 1st Battalion, Black 
Watch (Royal Highland Regiment) of Canada, a 
former student at Macdonald College, won the 
Military Medal on September 9, 1944, for outstanding 
gallantry at Grand Mille Brugghe in Belgium. He 
was serving with “D” Coy. at the time and took 
forward two Bren carrier sections to reinforce the 
platoons of the company which were hard pressed in 
the front linc, Reaching the forward arca, as his 
citation testifics, “һе immediately appreciated the 
gravity of the situation” and joined with zeal in reor- 
ganizing defences and in supervising the evacuation 
of wounded in the carriers under his command. He 
then saw to the delivery to the most exposed positions 
on the front of the urgently needed ammunition his 
men had brought forward, Painfully wounded in the 
course of this work, he carried on doggedly until he 
was again wounded, while bringing in a comrade, 
critically injured, who was lying under shell fire in the 
өреп.

FREDERICK PHILIP GRIFFIN 
7 GRADUATE STUDIES, 1939-40 


To the wealth of tradition which is the heritage of 
the Black Watch (Royal Highland Regiment) of 
Canada, Major F. P. Griffin, posthumously Mentioned 
in Despatches, February 2, 1945, has added a chapter 
which will endure as long as the regiment continues 
in the service of the King. A Company Commander 
in the 1st Battalion, then serving in Normandy, 
Griffin assumed command of the unit on July 25, 
1944, when Lieut.-Col. S. S. T. Cantlie was killed, 
and led the attack on the ridge above May-sur-Orne 
which followed. Perhaps the story of the attack, 
cabled by Ralph Allen at the time, may be amended 
in detail in the light of historical research; but no 
minor changes can dim the glory of what took place. 
Here, in part, is Allen's moving account of how the 
unit fared: “Their route was uphill. The tanks tried 
to go with them, but . . . could hardly move without 
being pasted . . . Once the infantry got over the ridge 
they were absolutely on their own. The ridge was 
а solid mass of enemy armour . . . Griffin's orders were 
to go ahead . .. They did—smack into a German trap. 
Their ammunition gave out . . . Only a handful ever 
came back . . . The last man out brought this message 
[from Griffin]: ‘Don't send reinforcements. We have 
too many men here now'."

Prisoners of war who had ex- 
perleneed the brulallly of the Ger- 
mans, soldiers home on rotation 
leave, nino officers and four nurs- 
Ing sisters, comprised the personnel 
of a troop traln that arrived yester- 
day afiernoon at Bonaventure Sta- 
tion, 

There were 69 servicemen and 
Women on the train (hal was met 
by scores of relatives and friends. 
Ipcluded in the group were men 
from Montreal апа throughout the 
province, after serving their coun- 
try on the battlefields of Europe. 

Looking fit and tanned, despite 
his experience of being a prisoner 
of the Germans, Sgt. Thomas M. 
Larkin, of the Black Watch, R-H.C., 
was greeted upon arrival’ by his 
mother, Mrs. K. Larkin, 1205 Bishop 
street, Apt. B, and his sister and 
brother-in-law, Mr. and Mrs, Ed- 
ward Fitzgerald. On October 13, 
1944, Sgt Larkin was wounded 
with shrapnel in his shoulders and 
arms, and was taken prisoner in 
Holland by German stretcher- 
Sgt. Larkin was one of a 
large group of prisoners that the 
Germans forced to march 500 miles, 
from Silesia, near the Czechoslo- 
vakian border, towards the central 
part of Germany. This forced 
march was completed in exactly 
one month, which can be figured 
out to a little better than 16 miles 
per day, Sgt. Larkin explained. Had 
1% not been for the supplies fuznish- 
ed by the Red Cross, it would have 
been impossible for them to sur- 
vive, he said.

The death on active service of Flight Lieutenant 
Henry Colin Morgan, Royal Aur Force, eldest son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Henry W. Morgan of this city, 1з 
a grim reminder to Canadians that a hard and 
costly task still lies ahead in the Pacific War. 

Harry Morgan, not yet 23 when he was killed, 
was only 18 when he left McGill University to 
enlist in the Royal Canadian Air Force in 1940, 
receiving his wings and commission as a pilot 
officer at St. Hubert in 1941. He proceeded over- 
seas in 1942 and was attached to the Royal Air 
Foree in England. He was promoted to flying 
officer in 1943 and to flight lieutenant in 1044, 
when he was sent to India. 


He was a skilled pilot and in his duties flying 
in all the far places of the world, he displayed 
courage, efficiency and knowledge which won the 
praise of his senior officers everywhere, 


There is always tragedy in the death of young 
men whose early years show promise of rich 
fulfilment. Harry Morgan's career at Bishop's 
College Schoo] and McGill marked him as one 
who in the days ahead would apply himself 
serlously and earnestly to the problems of his 
country, for he had a great love for Canada in 
which his family had lived for a hundred years 
and a great pride in his native city of Montreal.

A graduate of the Universi of 
Edinburgh, Dr. Donald has been 
honored Bn the Doctorate of Di 
vinity of the Montreal Theological 
College and of Queen's University, 
In 1937 he was appointed president 
of the Alliance of Churches through 
out the World, holding the. Pres- 
byterian system. 

During the first World War he 
served as chaplain with the Sist 
Highland Division in France and, 
since his arrival in Canada, has 
been chaplain of the Black Watch, 
Both he and Mrs. Donald have been 
Es aiding war refugees in this 


He began his Scottish training as 
a young assistant in the Cathedral 
Church of SL Giles in Edinburgh 
and ended it in the old border town 
of Galashields. To his sermons in 
this country he brought that Scot- 
tish tradition and dignity їп church. 
worship adapting it to the needs 
of the younger church. 


In his final sermon, Dr. Donald 
said he felt it the chief purpose 
of ministers to preach the gospel 
in all simplicity and to learn how 
to love and to understand people. 
“But, the future of the church de- 
pends upon the people,” he stres- 
sed. "Youth is criticizing the 
church today but seldom advances 
ideas way of positive re- 
construction.” РА p 
Urging youth to join and revi- 
talize the church, he' declared, 
Come and apply "these forthright 
methods of yours to the church... 
the matter lies with you, not fo 
stand outside and shed lears over 
a corpse, but to come within, re- 
surrect it, revivify it, and by hard 
consecrated” discipline remake the 
church nearer to your hearts’ de- 
sire. 


This is an age when irreligion is 
rampant, he said, tracing the de- 
cline of religious practice during 
the war years. 

"Morale has been lowered, re- 
form has been híndered, lives have 
been disintegrated, the Christ has 
been crucified afresh,” he charged, 
It is our business to realize these 
things and what they portend to 
future generations and, in the name 
of Christ, go out ond fight these 
modern enemies and their slippery 
philosophy.”

THE BLACK WATCH COMES HOME 


The return to Montreal today of the Ist Bal- 
talion of The Black Watch (R.HLR.) of Canada is 
an event which will stir the heart of this city, 

For The Black Watch is a regiment deeply 
rooted in the life and traditions ‘of Montreal. 
From its organization in 1862 until the present 
day it has had a notable continuity of service by 
Eencratlons of the city’s families, 

This fact was strikingly and poignantly illus- 
trated in the death in the summer of 1944 of Lt- 
Col, Stuart S. T. Cantlie, who commanded the 
1st Battalion overseas and who was killed while 
moving forward to join a company of his men 
which had encountered difficulties in their ad- 
vanced position in the Caen sector, It was re- 
called that his father, Lt.-Col, James Сапе, had 
commanded a Highland battalion, and his uncle, 
Lt.-Col, George S, Сапе, had led the 42nd 

‚ Battalion of The Black Watch of Canada in action 
against the same enemy In the Great War of 
1914-18, * 

The men of the Ist Battalion who come home 
today, and who have been through so many 
chances and tribulations, will be welcomed with 
the same warmth of gratitude and thankfulness 
that has marked their progress through Canadian 
soil from the time their ship reached the dock 
at Halifax. Though gaily and cheerfully they 
Will be welcomed, there will be the undercurrents 
of feeling in the deeper places of the heart, For 
many will recognize what these men have 
wrought who now return, and the ultimate and 
irrevocable price paid by those who left these 
same streets for the wider service and who will 
only in our hearts come back. 

For the deeper position and dignity of The 
Black Watch come from the full richness of the 
sacrifices which it has freely poured out before 
the country’s needs, It is the blood shed by its 
men, the torn ranks, the rise of courage before 


the mounting odds, the irretrievable. giving of || 


blood and life—it is these things that truly give 
such spirit to Its gallantry, such pride lo its losses, 
such warmth to its welcome, 

When this اا‎ regiment became for- 
mally allied to The Black Watch, it became the 
recipient at once of the glories and the obliga- 
tions of an outstanding military tradition, For 
The Black Watch, through some two centuries, 
had influenced by ils courage the course of num- 
berless critical battleficlds, But the Canadian 
Black Watch nol only received n great tradition, 


but sustained it, and won its part and portion in 
it by its own spirited services. > 
The men of this Ist Battalion who will march 
down St. James street today will carry the Red 
Hackle, or glume, in their Highland bonnets. This 
distinction was granted to The Black Watch In 
1795, for the gallant counterattack it made to 
recover the British guns during the fighting in 
Holland. But it is not in virtue of this ancient 
service that the men of The Black Watch (R.ELR,) 
of Canada wear the Red Hackle, The Canadian 
Regiment was granted the right to wear it, in its 
own name, in recognition of the gallant stand 
made by the 13th Battalion during the first gas 
attack at the Second Battle of Ypres in April 1015. 
The record of The Black Watch (В.НД.) of 
Canada from 1914 to 1918 was outstanding, with 
12,000 men passing through its ranks and 26 battle 
honors standing to its credit, But in the war so

Pursuing the enemy eastward 
from Vimoutiers, through Orbec 
and Thilberville towards Rouen, 
The Black Watch схрегіепсей 
more stubborn resistance than 
other Canadian formations, partic- 
ularly in the vicinity of the Foret 
De La Londe.

Between 22 and 29 September, 
bridgeheads ^ were established 
north-east of Antwerp across the 
Albert and Tournhout canals by 
The Black Watch. In the follow- 
ing month (24 October to 1 Nov- 
ember) The Black Watch elimin- 
ated German opposition on , the 
Zuid Beveland peninsula. The Zuid 
Beveland operation was one of 
three required to clear the ap- 
proaches to Antwerp, a task which 
was of vital importance to the 
continued operations of all 
armies in western Europe.

Active operations were resumed in 
February when the regiment was

Stiff fighting was experienced, by 
The Black Watch between 26 Feb- 
ruary and 9 March In the Hoch- 
wald and in the attack on Xanten. 

On 4 April The Black Watch ex- 
tended Aa, bridgehead over the 
Twente Canal east of Zutphen in 
Holland and advanced to clear the 
north-eastern Netherlands. In n 
rapld thrust The Black Watch Reg- 
iment occupied Bellen and Hijken 
on the Oranje Kannal on 12 April 
and Groningen on 16 April.
